Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report,  I  again 
congratulate  you  upon  the  high  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 
The  following  facts  and  figures  will,  I  hope,  show  how  satisfactory 
have  been  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  to  preserve  the  well-being  of  our  inhabitants. 

Vital  Statistics. 

After  close  examination  of  all  the  figures,  I  take  it  that  an 
addition  of  half  the  numbers  of  the  natural  increase  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  for  1903  will  give  us  a  fairly  approximate  estimated  population 
for  this  year,  viz.,  27,060, 
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Births. 

492  Births  (256  males,  236  females)  were  registered,  showing 
a  birth-rate  of  18.1,  somewhat  below  the  average  for  previous  ten 
years.

407  Deaths  took  place,  and,  on  adding  37  deaths  of  inhabitants 
who  died  in  Warwick  Union  Workhouse,  Hatton  Asylum,  and 
Heathcote  Hospital,  and  deducting  43  deaths  of  persons  not 
residents  who  died  in  the  Borough,  the  correct  numbers  of  deaths 
were  401,  thus  yielding  a  death-rate  of  14.8,  almost  identical  with 
last  year’s  figures,  and  slightly  below  the  average  for  previous  ten 
years.

The  above  figures  include  all  deaths  in  the  Borough  of 
“  residents  ”  and  “  non-residents.”  Information  of  the  deaths  of 
non-residents  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  their 
respective  towns.  In  like  manner  the  same  information  is  conveyed 
to  our  Health  Department  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  other 
towns. 

Mortality  under  5  years  is  slightly  below  that  of  last  year,  and 
amongst  the  very  aged  the  figures  were  very  high ;  caused  by  the 
rapid,  variable,  and  trying  conditions  of  climate  throughout  the 
year.  Spring  was  cold  and  damp;  Summer,  while  it  lasted,  was 
hot ;  and  Autumn  and  Winter  were  cold,  moist,  and  wet,  as  shown 
by  the  Meteorological  Table  (No.  V.). 

Deaths  under  1  year  give  a  proportionate  infantile  death-rate 
of  123.9. 

The  Registrar  reports  that  28  children  who  died  under  5  years 
were  insured. 

The  mortality  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis)  gave  a 
death-rate  of  o  .  85. 

Zymotic  death-rate  was  0.18,  considerably  lower  than  the 
average  for  past  ten  years.  Excluding  the  Enteric  case,  as  shown 
below  (a  “  non-resident  ”),  the  Zymotic  death-rate  is  only  0.14.

Small  Pox. 

In  May  a  lodging-house  keeper  reported  that  a  tramp  with 
suspicious  spots  on  his  face  and  arms  had  just  left  the  lodging- 
house.  The  man  was  at  once  traced  to  Warwick  Workhouse,  where 
he  was  under  observation,  and  so  kept  for  several  days.  The  case 
proved  to'  be  “acne,”  much  t d  thet  relief  of  all  concerned. 


Chicken  Pox. 


This  disease,  which  had  been  made  notifiable  for  two  years, 
ceased  to  be  so  on  31st  March,  as  small-pox  no  longer  threatened 
us  from  neighbouring  districts. 

23  cases  were  reported,  all  of  a  mild  type;  no  death  took  place. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

75  cases,  for  the  most  part  in  South-East  and  West  Wards, 
came  to  my  notice,  prevalent  during  first,  second,  and  third  quarters. 
One  death  occurred  in  Heathcote  Hospital. 

Measles. 

Only  a  few  scattered  cases  appeared  during  first  quarter.  No 
death  was  reported. 

Whooping  Cough. 

A  few  cases  occurred  during  first  quarter,  and  one  death  was 
reported. 

Diphtheria. 

7  cases  were  notified.  Of  these  6  were  examined  Bacterio- 
logically  and  failed  to  show  the  Bacilli.  No  death  occurred. 
Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  one  house. 

Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever. 

4  cases  were  reported.  2  were  tested,  but  failed  to  show 
Widals’  Reaction.  One  death  occurred,  that  of  a  “  non-resident.” 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

This  continues  to  be  a  voluntary  notifiable  disease  in  the 
Borough. 

12  cases  were  reported,  but  only  4  showed  tne  Bacilli  on 
examination. 

26  deaths  were  reported  during  the  year. 

General  Remarks  and  Suggestions. 

In  the  foregoing  Report,  it  will  be  seen,  that  we  had  no 
epidemic  during  1903.  Every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent 
any  such  outbreak,  and  our  Health  Department  felt  fully  equal  to 
coping  with  any  infectious  outbreak  had  such  arisen, 


I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  zealous  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  carried  out  their  duties. 
The  Food  and  Drugs,  and  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  Orders, 
together  with  new  regulations  brought  out  from  time  to  time  have  largely 
increased  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the  Department.  To  Mr. 
Anderson  I  am  much  indebted  for  his  help  during  my  late  illness, 
in  forwarding  the  drawing  up  of  the  “  Tables  ”  for  my  Report. 
Mr.  Harman  was  largely  instrumental  in  drawing  up  the 
Meteorological  Table. 

The  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department  informs  me  that  the 
Horsfall  Destructor  continues  to  give  satisfaction,  having  during 
the  year  consumed  10,979  tons  of  refuse.  There  must  now  be  a 
considerable  saving  in  cost  as  compared  with  the  former  system 
of  refuse  disposal. 


Sewer  flushing  was  regularly  carried  out,  and  during  Summer 
an  extra  water-van  was  used.  10,000  gallons  of  river  water  were 
used  in  the  year  for  this  purpose. 

Analyses  of  the  Borough  water  supply  showed  that  normal 
purity  was  maintained.  The  average  consumption  per  head  daily 
was  22-8  gallons. 

Several  ventilating  shafts  were  erected  at  points  where  smells 
had  been  complained  of  in  flat  situations.  Defective  brick  sewers 
were  found  and  replaced  by  proper  sanitary  pipe  drains  in  Wise 
Terrace,  Portland  Place,  Gunnery  Terrace,  and  Bath  Street. 

A  new  sewer  was  laid  in  Portland  Street  to  drain  that  block 
of  houses  between  Portland  Street  and  Windsor  Street. 

A  new  Urinal  was  erected  at  Mill  Road,  and  that  in  High 
Street  was  enlarged  and  improved. 

Though  our  slaughter-houses  under  the  new  bye-laws  and  the 
present  method  of  inspection  fulfil  their  purposes  fairly  well,  and 
in  a  cleanly  manner,  I  still  think  that  the  public  health  would  be 
yet  further  protected  by  the  use  of  a  public  Abattoir.  So  far  as  I 
can  see,  in  this  way  only  can  we  be  saved  from  the  distribution  of 
diseased  and  unwholesome  meat. 

I  notice  with  extreme  pleasure  that  now  many  Summary 
Courts  of  Jurisdiction  punish  by  imprisonment,  without  fine, 
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offenders  in  this  particular  direction.  Considering  how  far  reach¬ 
ing  are  the  consequences  of  partaking  of  diseased  and  unwholesome 
food  (consequences  sometimes  fatal),  I  am  of  opinion  that  no 
punishment  is  too  severe  for  the  vendor's  of  the  same. 


I  have  advocated  the  establishment  of  an  Abattoir  for  many 
years,  and  I  again  express  a  hope  that  your  Committee  will 
earnestly  strive  to  put  this  matter  right  in  the  near  future. 

Our  milk  supply  of  late  years,  since  I  took  office,  has  greatly 
improved  under  the  new  bye-laws,  and  regular  veterinary  inspection 
of  cows.  In  all  new  cowsheds  1,000  cubic  feet  are  required  per 
head.  Cleanliness  of  milkers,  and  of  the  cattle,  too,  are  better 
looked  after,  and  the  cleansing  of  utensils  shows  marked  improve¬ 
ment.  But  we  are  still  far  behind  the  United  States,  Sweden,  and 
Denmark  in  the  strict  provisions  laid  down  by  law  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  their  milk  supplies.  In  those  countries  the  chance  of 
the  introduction  of  disease  by  milk  is  reduced  to:  almost  nothing. 

In  this  country  we  move  slowly  in  all  reforms,  but  I  have  no 
doubt  we  shall  in  time  attain  to  all  the  excellence  now  enjoyed  m 
this  particular  by  the  above  named  countries. 

In  the  month  of  June  the  County  Council  sent  a  Lady  Health 
Visitor  to  inspect  our  poorer  quarters  and  instruct  the  mothers  in 
cleansing  of  houses,  feeding,  and  clothing  of  children,  ventilation 
of  rooms,  and  personal  cleanliness.  The  visitor  found  no  sanitary 
defects,  and  that  there  were  no  so-called  “  slums,”  On  the  other 
points  I  have  named  she  had  much  instruction  to  impart.  I 
welcome  such  visits,  and  hope  they  will  continue  yearly  or  oftener. 


One  can  well  understand  how  easy  it  is  for  a  lady  visitor  to 
touch  on  topics  that  could  not  well  be  approached  by  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Room  reports  a  successful  season. 
The  establishment  is  quite  up  to  date  in  all  baths  and  appliances. 

Among  the  latest  novelties  is  the  Arthromotor  ;  an  instrument 
designed  with  exquisite  skill,  practically  embracing  all  the  Zander 
movements  for  the  relief  of  stiff  joints  and  lesions  following 
fractures,  sprains,  or  rheumatism. 
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During  the  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association  at 
Oxford  in  July,  over  three  hundred  members  of  the  profession  and 
friends  visited  the  Spa.,  and  were  entertained  to  luncheon  by  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation,  and  afterwards  Lord  and  Lady  Warwick 
received  them  at  Warwick  Castle  in  a  most  hospitable  manner. 

This  visit  turned  out  a  complete  success,  every  one  seemed 
delighted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  much  good  may  result  from  the 
enterprise  shown  by  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Royal  Spa. 

The  Assembly  Room  is  now  being  redecorated,  and  will,  when 
completed,  prove  an  excellent  rendezvous  for  all  patients  and 
visitors. 

The  Summer  Season  of  the  Band  was  a  gratifying  success, 
and  the  Short  Winter  Season  inaugurated  before  Christmas  was 
greatly  appreciated  by  large  numbers  of  patrons. 

The  meteorological  observations  shown  in  Table  V.  have  been 
taken  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  Berridge  (Manager  of  tne 
Gas  Works),  and  Mr.  Harman  (Inspector  of  the  South  District). 

The  rainfall,  though  above  average  for  past  ten  years,  was 
below  that  of  last  year. 

I  am  much  obliged  to  these  gentlemen  for  their  valuable 
information. 

The  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  have, 
as  in  former  years,  helped  me  in  my  work  by  their  ready  aid  and. 
co-operation.  For  these  favours  I  need  scarcely  say  that  I  feel 
grateful. 

To  Dr.  Rice  also1  I  owe  much  gratitude  for  the  performance 
of  my  duties  during  any  temporary  absence  on  my  part.  He  never 
fails  to  act  promptly  in  any  emergency,  thus  relieving  me  of  any 
anxiety  I  otherwise  might  feel.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

For  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1904. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval  my 
Tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  No.  i  Sanitary  District, 
comprising  that  portion  of  the  Borough  on  the  North  side  of  the 
River  Learn,  and  in  addition  also-  the  work  connected  with  the 
Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops,  Common  Lodging-houses,  and 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Department. 

Complaints. 

179  complaints  were  received  and  attended  to.  Many  of 
these  related  to  street  gullies  and  ventilators,  and  were  transferred 
to  the  Surveyor’s  Department ;  others  related  to  matters  which 
could  not  be  officially  dealt  with.  Where  necessary,  steps  were 
taken  to  abate  all  nuisances  complained  of. 

General  Work. 

184  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  28 
left  over  from  1903  (total  212).  Of  these  195  had  been  complied 
with  up  to  December  31st. 

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  Town  Council  taking  over  the 
duties  of  the  several  Education  Authorities  in  the  Borough,  special 
attention  was  given  tO'  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  various 
schools  and  school-buildings.  I11  consequence  the  drainage  of  St. 
Paul’s  Schools,  and  school-buildings  at  Portland  Street  and  St. 
Peter’s  Schools  was  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  that  in  several  instances  a  better 
system  of  drainage  could  be  made  for  several  large  blocks  of 
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property  by  providing  new  sewers  or  altering  the  existing  ones, 
than  by  dealing  with  isolated  houses  as  required.  Reports  were 
made  in  these  cases  to  the  Water  and  Sewage  Committee,  who 
took  the  matter  in  hand,  and  thus  a  good  and  satisfactory  system 
was  provided  for  several  houses  in  Portland  Street,  Windsor  Street, 
Gunnery  Terrace,  Bath  Street,  and  Wise  Terrace. 

House  to  House  Inspection. 

These  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  time  was  found 
for  them,  and  where  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects,  were  found  steps 
were  taken  to  abate  or  remedy  them.  In  three  instances  over¬ 
crowding  was  found,  and  orders  made  for  its  abatement  and 
oairied  out. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  Five  Registered  Common  Lodging-houses  in  the 
Borough,  with  accommodation  for  63  persons.  167  visits  (includ¬ 
ing  a  great  number  of  night  visits)  were  paid  to'  them  during  the 
year,  but  no  infringement  of  the  bye-laws  or  Public  Health  Acts 
were  noted,  and  I  have  always  found  them  in  a  cleanly  and  orderly 
condition.  Under  the  Leamington  Corporation  Act,  1902,  the 
Common  Lodging-houses  require  to  be  registered  annually,  and, 
apart  from  other  considerations,  this  fact  no  doubt  induces  the 
keepers  of  these  houses  to  exert  themselves,  and  have  their 
premises  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 

I  have  again  to  report,  as  for  nine  years  past,  that  no  case  of 
Infectious  Disease  has  been  notified  from  any  of  the  Common 
Lodging-houses  in  the  Borough. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  now  17  Slaughterhouses  in  No.  1  District  (16 
registered  and  one  licensed).  They  are  frequently  and  regularh 
inspected,  and  have  always  been  found  clean  and  in  good  order, 
the  offal,  blood,  and  garbage  removed  regularly,  and  limewashing 
carried  out  in  excess  of  what  the  bye-laws  require.  There  are  also 
6  places  licensed  for  tripedaoiling  and  the  preparation  of  sausage 
skins,  and  these  are  also1  conducted  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

'  Unsound  Food. 

One  order  was  obtained  under  Sec.  117  P.H.  Act,  1875,  for 
the  destruction  of  some  veal  which  was  found  to  be  in  an  unwhole¬ 
some  condition,  but  a  prosecution  was  not  advisable  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  it  came  to  my  notice, 


During  the  year  a  considerable  quantity  of  meat,  sausages,  wet 
and  dried  fish,  and  fruit  was  given  up  voluntarily  to  be  destroyed 
as  unsound. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  .15  cowsheds,  and  109  dairies  and  milkshops  regis¬ 
tered  within  the  Borough,  and  these  have  been  always  found  on 
inspection  to  be  in  clean  condition  and  in  accordance  with  the 
bye-laws.  , 

The  milch  cattle  are  turned  out  daily  throughout  the  year, 
when  the  weather  permits,  and  your  Veterinary  Surgeon  reports 
them  as  having  been  in  good  health  and  free  from  disease. 

The  greater  part  of  the  milk  consumed  in  Leamington  comes 
from  farms  outside  the  district,  and  consequently  these  sources  of 
supply  do  not  come  under  our  supervision. 

3  milkshops  have  been  added  to  the  register  during  the  year. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

78  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  during  the  year.  These 
consisted  of  milk,  butter,  coffee,  cheese,  condensed  milk,  arrow- 
loot,  cane  sugar,  lard,  margarine,  baking-powder,  and  spirits. 

3  prosecutions  for  adulterated  milk  took  place;  in  2  of 
these  the  vendors  were  fined  each  15s.,  in  the  other  the  case  was 
dismissed  on  account  of  an  informality  in  the  service  of  the  sum¬ 
mons.  One  sample  of  condensed  milk,  though  conforming  to  the 
notice  on  the  tin,  was  strongly  animadverted  upon  by  the  County 
Analyst  on  account  of  its  very  inferior  quality. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. 

For  the  purposes  of  investigation  and  disinfection  73  visits 
were  paid  to  infected  premises  in  No.  1  District.  84  rooms  were 
disinfected,  including  those  where  Phthisis,  Cancer,  or  Measles 
occurred,  or  in  any  case  where  a  medical  man  thought  disinfection 
was  necessary. 

41  sets  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  disinfected  by  steam. 

All  Books  belonging  to  the  Municipal  Free  Library  are  taken 
in  charge  by  the  Inspectors,  and  at  their  discretion  are  either 
destroyed  or  returned  to  the  Librarian  after  disinfection  by  means 
of  sulphur  and  hot  air.  All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  also 
reported  to  the  Librarian  so  that  no  books  may  be  issued  by  him 
to  infected  premises  until  a  period  of  at  least  16  days  after  notifica¬ 
tion. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

There  are  at  present  31  premises  in  the  Borough  which  come 
under  the  designation  of  Factories.  There  are  also  148  Workshops 
of  various  classes  (including  Laundries),  and  38  Homeworkers’  pre¬ 
mises.  These  are  all  regularly  inspected  to  ensure  the  provision 
of  suitable  sanitary  conveniences  for  both  sexes,  strict  cleanliness, 
and  adequate  ventilation. 

One  complaint  was  received  by  H.M.  Inspector  for  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  attended  to. 

There  are  51  Bakehouses  on  the  register,  of  which  6  are 
“  Underground.”  5  of  the  Underground  Bakehouses'  have  under¬ 
gone  very  material  structural  alterations  to  comply  with  your  regula¬ 
tions  as  to  ventilation,  light,  &c.,  and  have  obtained  the  necessary 
certificate  under  the  Act.  The  alterations  made  have  verv  much 

J 

improved  them  in  every  way,  and  those  employed  in  them  inform 
me  they  are  very  well  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done. 

Limewashing  and  cleansing  is  strictly  insisted  upon,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  add  any  suggestions  made  by  your  Sanitary  Staff  have 
always  been  attended  to. 

Taken  throughout,  I  venture  to  say  the  busy  year  just  passed 
has  been  one  in  which  a  great  amount  of  work  has  been  got  through 
that  will  in  the  future  as  well  as  the  present  be  beneficial  to  the 
Borough. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  rest  of  the  Borough  Officials,  for  their  courtesy 
and  ready  assistance  to  me  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  my  duties.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Second  Annual  Report,  being 
a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  me  in  No.  2  Sanitary  District 
of  the  Borough. 

The  inspection  of  the  district  has  been  carefully  carried  out, 
and  every  means  taken  to  keep  it  free  from  nuisance. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  complaints  have 
been  small  when  compared  to  the  population  of  the  district. 
Complaints  as  to  sewer  ventilators  were  frequent  during  the  hot 
weather,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  now  in  hand  will  remedy 
this  nuisance. 

72  complaints  have  been  received,  and  were  attended  to  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  number  of  nuisances  abated  during  the  year  was  296;  10 
notices  respecting  24  nuisances  were  outstanding  on  the  31st  of 
December,  1904,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  these  are  abated. 

127  houses  have  been  visited,  and  631  secondary  inspections 
and  visits  have  been  made. 

I  give  in  the  form  of  a  table  the  number  and  character  of  the 
nuisances  abated,  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

158  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year,  and  the  majority 
have  taken  the  form  of  a  letter,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  they  have 
generally  been  promptly  complied  with.  In  four  instances  I  have 
had  to  write  a  second  letter. 

\ 

I  have  had  no  occasion  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee 
the  non-compliance  with  statutory  notice,  and  no  proceedings 
before  the  Bench  have  been  necessary. 

The  house  to  house  inspection  of  the  district  has  been  con¬ 
tinued,  as  time  allows,  and  32  houses  have  been  visited.  In  this 
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connection  the  work  of  the  female  Health  Visitor  from  the  County 
Council  was  much  appreciated,  and  marked  Improvement  was 
noticed  where  she  visited. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1903  and  beginning  of  year  1904, 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  thrown  into  this  department,  by 
the  inspection  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  Elementary  Non- 
Provided  Schools. 

Three  Schools  in  No.  2  District  were  examined  and  reported 
upon.  • 

At  St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  School,  the  work  executed  in 
March,  1903,  was  found  perfectly  sound,  and  in  good  condition. 

At  the  St.  Luke’s  Schools,  the  whole  drainage  system  was 
found  defective,  and  was  reconstructed  in  a  good  sanitary  manner, 
and  the  defective  sewer  found  under  the  building  was  taken  out 
and  reconstructed,  with  good  glazed  pipes,  with  cement  watertight 
joints,  and  the  whole  surrounded  with  concrete. 

At  the  Bath  Place  Schools  the  drains  were  also  found  defective. 
The  most  defective  part  of  the  drainage  system  of  this  School  lias 
been  reconstructed,  and  the  other  part,  in  the  playground  away  from 
the  School,  will  be  completed  during  the  holidays. 

A  combined  drain  received  the  drainage  of  five  houses,  and 
was  in  a  defective  condition.  It  was  taken  out  and  reconstructed 
to  a  good  sanitary  standard  by  the  respective  owners  of  the  propertv 

A  combined  drain  receiving  the  drainage  of  fifteen  houses  was 
also  found  defective.  It  was  partly  reconstructed,  and  repaired  by 
the  Corporation ;  the  'cost  is  recoverable  from  the  owners  of  the 
property. 

Where  house  drains  have  been  reconstructed  they  have  been 
put  in  to  comply  with  the  building  bye-laws,  and  the  water-test  is 
insisted  on.  No  less  than  46  houses  have  been  drained  in  this 
manner  in  No.  2  District,  and  the  work  involved  35  smoke-tes:s 
and  63  water-tests  being  made.  In  14  cases  manholes,  or  inter¬ 
cepting  chambers,  were  put  in  ;  they  are  not  required  by  the  bye¬ 
laws,  but  they  are  a.  great  advantage  to  the  house  drainage  system, 
and  their  value  is  steadily  becoming  recognised  amongst  the  larger 
property  owners. 
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A  defective  brick  sewer  draining  a  portion  of  George  Street 
has  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by  a  good  pipe  sewer  with  cement 
joints. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

There  has  been  one  representation  made,  of  a  house  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  The  owner  of  the  house  put  in  a  damp 
proof  course  of  blue  brick  in  cement,  reconstructed  the  whoie 
drainage  system,  repaired  the  roofs  and  cleansed  and  purified  the 
inside  of  the  house. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come  under  my  notice  during 
the  past  year. 

Inspection  has  been  made  of  the  houses  in  Gordon  Passage 
and  Railway  Terrace,  and  any  defects  found  have  been  remedied. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Up  till  the  29th  of  September  the  inspection  of  Canal  Boats 
was  in  the  hands  of  a  special  inspector  at  Warwick.  Since  the 
above  date  I  have  discharged  those  duties,  as  the  Canal  is  entirely 
within  my  district. 

The  Canal  in  the  Leamington  Urban  Sanitary  District  extends 
from  Gulliman’s  Wharf,  Radford  Road,  to  the  Bridge  crossing  the 
Canal  at  the  Athletic  Grounds,  Old  Warwick  Road,  a  total  length 
of  1 1  miles.  47  Boats  have  been  inspected,  and  only  three  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  found.  At  the  end  of  this 
report  will  be  found  the  usual  statistical  supplement  relating  to 
Canal  Boats. 

Unsound  Food. 

I  have  made  the  usual  visits  to  the  various  shops  and  stalls 
where  food  is  exposed  for  sale,  and  I  have  also*  inspected  the 
contents  of  the  hawkers’  carts-.  One  special  visit  was  made  on 
complaint  from  a  police  constable.  There  has  been  no  seizure  of 
unsound  food  in  No.  2  District  during  the  year. 

Slaughterhouses. 

The  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  been  periodically 
inspected.  They  have  been  kept  in  fair  order,  and  as  clean  as 
their  structural  condition  will  allow.  As  I  stated  in  my  last  annual 
report,  converted  railway  arches  are  not  suitable  Ur  Slaughter¬ 
houses. 
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Both  Skin  Stores  are  properly  kept,  and  no'  complaints  have 
been  received  respecting  their  condition.  , 

In  the  early  part  of  the  summer  my  attention  was  called  to  a 
choked  drain  in  a  Slaughterhouse.  On  opening  up  the  drain  it 
was  found  that  the  obstruction  was  m  the  sewer.  On  opening  up 
the  sewer,  it  was  found  to  be  defective  and  to1  discharge  into  a. 
cesspool.  The  whole  sewer  and  cesspool  was  taken  out  and  a  new 
pipe  sewer  put  in.  The  Slaughterhouse  drains  were  also  recon¬ 
structed  and  made  good  and  sanitary.  143  visits  were  paid  to  the 
Slaughterhouses  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

1  hese  are  all  situated  in  No.  1  District;  there  are  none  south 
of  the  river. 

Offensive  Trades. 

1  here  are  two  places  where  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in 
No.  2  District.  They  have  been  frequently  inspected  and  found  free 
from  nuisance.  One  complaint  only  was  received  from  a  tripe- 
dressing  establishment.  On  visiting  the  premises  I  found  that 
some  offal  had  been  deposited  in  the  ashpit,  and  as  the  weather 
at  the  time  was  hot,  decomposition  had  set  in,  causing  an  offensive 
smell,  the  offal  was  removed  and  the  occupier  of  the  premises 
cautioned  not  to<  repeat  the  offence.  46  visits  were  paid  to1  offensive 
trade  premises  throughout  the  year. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

1  he  Workshops  and  Workplaces  within  the  district  have  been 
regularly  visited,  and  found  free  from  nuisance  and  overcrowding. 

2  Laundries  have  been  repaved  with  blue  bricks  in  cement. 

No  intimation  notices  have  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspec¬ 
tors  during  the  year. 

The  Bakehouses  have  also  been  inspected  and  found  in  good 
order.  Whitewashing  has  been  carried  out  in  excess  to  that 
required  by  law. 

There  are  two  Underground  Bakehouses  in  No>.  2  District 
that  have  received  certificates.  The  certificates  were  granted  after- 
extensive  structural  alterations. 

93  visits  to  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  have  been  paid  during 
the  year. 

The  Restaurant  Kitchens  have  also  been  visited  and  found  in 
good  order. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

There  have  been  45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  from  No.  2 
District,  5  cases  of  Diphtheria,  4  cases  of  Chicken-pox,  and  14  of 
Erysipelas.  Of  these  38  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  of  Diphtheria 
were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital  for  treatment. 

For  the  purposes  of  disinfection  and  removal  124  visits  were 
paid  to  the  various  houses. 

71  Rooms  were  fumigated  after  removal  or  convalescence,  or 
where  the  medical  man  in  attendance  requested  disinfection. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  close  any  Schools  in  No.  2 
District  on  account  of  Infectious  Disease. 

31  Steam  Disinfections  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Sewerage 
Works. 


Generally. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Health  Department 
were  provided  with  a  set  of  maps  of  the  town  on  the  1-5 ooth  scale, 
for  the  purpose  of  marking  on  them  the  lines  of  any  new  drains  or 
underground  work  carried  out  under  notice.  A  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  drains,  manholes,  and  soft  water  cisterns  have  had  their 
courses  or  positions  accurately  marked,  and  in  time  the  maps  will 
become  most  valuable. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  beg  to  thank  the  senior  inspector 
(Mr.  J.  K.  Anderson),  the  Town  Clerk  and  Borough  Surveyor  for 
their  kind  and  ready  assistance  at  all  times,  in  carrying  out  duties 
which  would  without  such  assistance  be  very  difficult  to  perform 
satisfactorily. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  in  carrying  out 
duties  which  are  not  always  of  a  pleasant  character.
